Reference AJ discloses a method and arrangement for alternate operation of 
a mobile terminal device, via a cellular mobile radio telephone system and a 
cordless system in a fixed network. 
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Reference AK discloses a device for detecting electromagnetic noise sources. 

Reference AL discloses an apparatus for disabling a electronic device as it 
approaches a controlled zone. 

Reference AM discloses a communication restriction command code for a 
mobile station. 

Reference AN discloses a method and system for eliminating the disturbance 
caused by mobile communication devices. 

Reference AO discloses a method and apparatus for restricting operation of 
cellular telephones to well delineated geographic areas. 

Reference AP discloses a cellular telephone jamming method and device. 

None of the above-cited references discloses or suggests a method and 
system for operating mobile telecommunications terminals in a public cellular mobile 
radio network as disclosed and claimed in the present application.
